The oldest of three children, Sze was unable to journey with his 
family to America earlier because of his health.After much effort， 
his mother was able to send for him in 196 7. 

Life in America was not easy for Sze. With a speech impedi- 
ment it had always been difficult for him to speak. Now with an 
English deficiency，he found it harder to communicate with 
others. 

His father，a_ laundryman，often became frustrated with him 
because he could not do even the simpler things such as tie his 
shoelaces and count beyond fifteen. But the mother loved and 
cared for him and he retured this kindness by helping her 
around the house whenever he could. 

Two and a half years ago, Sze began attending Marina Junior 
High School. He was shy and quiet at first, but soon he was smiL 
ing and saying “Hello”to all the teachers and students who came 
to know him. 

“After you get to know him，you no longer notice his physical 
defects,and you come to see that S$ze understands more than he 
can express,”said Angelo Maestri，S$ze's homeroom and adjust- 
ment teacher. 

“He was a cooperative，good-natured boy, extremely helpful to 
other students.”A wheelchair monitor and collector of cut-slips 
位 om teachers at the end of the day，S$ze was very conscientious 
about his dutes.“When Sze comes down the hall pushing that 
student in the wheelchair，get out of the way, because he aims to 
get that student to class on time.” 

Robert Barisoni，another adjustment teacher，had this to say 
about Sze:“He had perfect attendance，enjoyed school, and was 
well-known and well-liked by everyone.”Sze was a first as far as 


school spirit was concerned, the first to buy a studentbody card . 


and the first to gethis mother to join the PTA. 

Perhaps the person who took Sze's absence the hardest was 
Nina Siggins，attendance clerk: “He was really a fantastic boy. 工 
never saw him get angry and he was always well-groomed. He was 
alovable child, and I never considered him meritally retarded.” 

Ms. Siggins recalls last Friday when she last saw 9Sze. As alwaysS， 
she had asked him what he had had for lunch. “It was always 
hot dogs” because he couldn't say anything else. But that day, he 
somehow said “Chinese food' and I was floored.” 

Until the funeral the flag at Marina Junior High School will be 
flown at half-mast.“There has been a remarkable response from 
teachers and students，all wanting to know what they can do，” 
said principal Robert Marcus. So at Monday'"s emergency Student 
Council meeting，it was decidqed that there will be a three-day 
volunteer contribution drive in memory of Sze, Sze who had so 
little to say to anyone but whose good-naturedness had so much 
effect on others.

.The Chinese have always had 
a_ healthy，almost comic respect 
for death. They accept it as an 
inevitable sorrow, a voyage which 
must be taken as part of life and 
not to be feared. 

Recently I read some dialogues 
by the great Chinese philosopher 
ChuangTzu (4mzthology oFChinese 
Literattre，C，Birch，ed.，Grove 
Press). In one of these dialogues 
when Master Li says to the chil- 
dren and wife of the dying Master 
,ai “Shool Get back! Don't dis- 
turb the process of change!”what 
he is doing in effect is assuaging 
their sorrow by pointing out the 
fact that this is something that 
must be done;a process of change， 
anew phase of existence. 

These dialogues come across as 
humorous，laced with mysticism， 
and yet there is an element of pro- 
found wisdom' to be found in 
them. 

What Westerners would term a 
tragedy， the Chinese find fate， 
destiny, relief, solace and peace. 

The more I read of Asian litera- 
ture，the closer 1 come to the 
realization that we are a -young 
and insignificant nation and that

“Chang Dai-chien: A Retrospec- 
tive” will open to the public on 
November 16 at the Center of 
Asian Art and Culture，Golden 
Gate Park, San Erancisco. 

A widely renowned painter， 
Chang Dai-chien has lived outside 
of China since 1948 and settled 
on the Monterey Peninsula near 
Carmel in 1970. 

“After over half a_ century of 
intense activity，he is universally 
regarded as one of the outstanding 
artists of this generation ” Says 
Yvon d'Argence, director and chief 
curator of the Center of Asian 
Art and Culture.“This is the first 
comprehensive retrospective of his 
works and will cover the period 
from 1928 to the present.” 

Chang Dai-chien received his first 


instructon in art as a child and . 


became famous for his abilities 
while still in his early twenties. 
了 Especially popular in China and 
neighboring countries are his Poe- 
try and calligraphy。、He has long 
been known as the leading tradi- 
tional Chinese painter of our time， 
but his "latest work shows a reVoO- 
lutionary change in style，called 
by d'Argence “an entirely new 
and truly moder' manner which 
constitutes a_ bridge between the 
past and the future.”

Twelve Chinese doctors _ from 
the People's Republic of China 
visited San Francisco this week on 
the last leg of their three-week， 
Six-city tour of American medical 
facilities. They arrived at San 
Francisco airport Saturday eve- 
ning and stayed at the St. Francis 
Hotel: 

On Sunday they made a twenty- 
Iminute tour of the Irwin Memorial 
Blood Bank and spent the rest of 
the day in the Napa Valley wine 
country. 

On Monday they toured the 
clinics and laboratories of Stan- 
ford- University Medical Center 
and Syntex Co. in Palo Alto. 

The superb advanced medical 
technology，the teamwork among 
Varied groups of specialists，and 
the effort to join basic science 
with the Practical needs of clini- 
cal _ treatment ，attracted _ them 
strongly，according to Dr Liu 
Shih-lien of the Chinese Academy 
of Medical Sciences. 

At Syntex they heard research 
reports on today's hormone pills 
一 which are widely made and used 
in China 一 and on a newer class of 
hormone-like compounds called 
Prostaglandins. 

Dr Carl Djerassi，Ppresident of 
Syntex Research，spoke of their 
“high potential for fertility con- 
trol”" and noted thatnatural chem-

The media. seem to be perpetu- 


ally focusing on “youth prob- 
lems， “juvenile delinquency,” 
“gang wars,，” and “Skyrocketing 


crime rates.”And the system has 
a way of dealing with these prob- 
lems through institutions such as 
Youth Guidance Center and the 
Department of Social Services， 
where white caseworkers who may 
have no knowledge or understand- 
ing of an ethnic tongue or culture 
are assligned to work with youth. 

Community Child Care and 
上 amily Services js an organijzation 
made Up of five areas of San Fran- 
cisco 一 Chinatown，Mission, Hunt- 
ers Point，Western Addition，Po- 
trero Hill 一 Put together to work 
on developing resources for chil- 
dren who are sent to the Youth 
Guidance Center. 

This includes both delinquent 
and dependent kidqs. (Dependents 
are children who are made wards 
of the court because their parents 
are elther unwilling or unable to 
take care .of them). Children may 
stay at YGC in jail-ljke“cottages?” 
anywhere from two to three 
Imonths awaiting Placement in an 
institution or foster home, if one 
js _ available. Placement is accom- 
plished by” the Department of 
Social Services. 

However, the community should 
be taking care of its own，despite 
how discomforting the thought of 
rearing temporarily parentless chil- 
dren may be. The community is 
an extension of the family, and as 
the family has responsibility to its

Couples or single People can be 
foster Parents.This is not an eight- 
to-five job. Children need Parental 
jove at all hours. One can offer a 
home on a shortrterm or a long- 
term basis. It could be a couple of 
weeks to a couple of years or 
1]onger. 

The State pays a rate of $98- 
$116 a child per month，depend- 
ing on how old the child is. A 
foster child can be from 2 to 17 
years old，but is _ usually in his 
teens, A foster child has the needs 
and problems of any other child， 
and may have additional ones too. 
Dependable parents who will give 
the youth some direction and help 
him grow and learn and fulfill all 
his potentialities, are desired.

Five thousand years 3ag0，the 
story goes，the legendary Yellow 
Emperor invented a chariot whilch 
always pointed to the South ( 指 
南 里 习 ). We do notknow if this 


was fact or fancy, but we do know 
that the anclient Chinese inariners 
had long used compasses which 


pointed south ( 指 前 侠 [ 六 
(Of course，if one end Points 
south，the other would naturally 
be pointing north1!) 

As early as the fourth century 
B.C.，Chinese texts recorded the 
existence of the natural magnet OF 
lodestone and recognized that it 
always pointed south and aligned 
itself with the_ earth:s north and 
South magnetic poles， Thus，the 
first compass made use of the 
natural magnetic properties of the 
lodestone. 

The seafaring People,of China2s 
coastal provinces Probably first 
put the magnet to practical use: 
By the Tang arid Sung dynasties， 
Chinese _ merchant ships equipped 
with mariners compasses Ventured 
forth into the seas of Southeast 
Asia as far away as the Indian 
Ocean. 

In _ fact Admiral Cheng Ho car- 
ried on a remarkable series of 
seven far-ranging maritime expedi- 
tions between 1400 and 1433 
A.D. which were chronicled dur- 
ing the Ming Dynasty. These ex- 
peditions carried the physical pres- 
ence of the Chinese Empire be- 
yond Southeast Asia to Ceylon， 
the Maldives，-the Persian Gulf 
coast，the Arabian Peninsula and 
as far as the east coast of Africa 

The Chinese Imperial Fleet's last 
Voyage took place almost 70 years 
before Vasco da Gama skirted the 
Cape of Good Hope on his famouas 
Voyage to India， using as a naviga- 
tional aid the very same compass 
invented by the Chinese. 

It is_ difficult to imagine in this

age of space-travel，how much 
this technological discovery revo- 
lutionized travel.， The use of the 
compass insured that sailors conld 
hold a more or less true course， 
when the ordinary navigational 
aids 一 -the constellations and -the 
sun 一 were not visible due to in- 
clement weather. This meant that 
more than a thousand years 3go0， 
Chinese ships were able to sail out 
of the sight of land and to sail 


upon the open seas，Wwith reason- 


able confidqence that they could 
get where they were going as well 
as return safely. 

Contrast this with the fact that 
Columbus，as late as 1492, faced 
mutiny by his sailors, who did not 
want to leave the sightof land for 
fear that they might fall off the 
earth by sailing into the sun. 

Columbus could never have left 
port 让 the Chinese had not taught 
Arab and -Persian merchants about 
the compass and other maviga- 
tional secrets during the Tang and 
Sung dynasties. It was through the 
peoples of the Near and Middle 


East that the Europeans _ learned  - 


about the compass _ around the 
12th century A.D. 

This event revolutionized Euro- 
pean sailing practices just as it had 
revolutionized Chinese- merchant 
shippPing centuries _ before. Just as 
Chinese sailors had been able to 
travel far beyond the Indian 
Ocean， 了 uropean seafarers，with 
the compass，were able to “dis- 
Cover”the New World, and to ex:= 
Pand their power to all parts of 
the globe. 

What was this revolutionary de- 
Vice like The earliest Chinese 


compass was a spoon-shaped ob- 


ject of lodestone rotating on a 
bronze Plate. At some intervening 
Period，the frictional drag of the 
spoon on the plate was Overcome 
by inserting the lodestone in 3a 
Piece of wood with Pointed ends， 
which could be balanced upon an 
upward-projecting pin. This is the 
dry or Pivotal compass. 

At some time between the first 


and sixth centuries A.D.，it was 


discovered that the magnetic prop- 
erties of lodestone could be trans- 
ferred to small pieces of iron or 
steel by induction，and that these
